HI. J knew that he received other 
people and felt that perhaps he 
was ashamed to talk to me after 
the way he had let me down at 
Teheran. 

I went to the British Embassy 
on December 10. Churchill was 
In bed looking very tired and 
worm out. He was in an ex- 
tremely bad temper—and not at 
all his usual self. ‘ 

Churchill told me that Tito 
would be his man and that I 
shauld go back to Yugoslavia. 

I replied: “Shatl I go right 
away?” 

“No,” said Churchill, “not im- 
mediately, as Tito would (hea 
be compromised, go in about sx 
months, This must happen if 
for no other reason than to sto;- 
another Tito-Moscow  agreet- 
ment.” 

I decided, with a group of 
triends, that some gesture show- 
ing my continued and absolute 
trust in Mihailovitch should be 
made. We collected arms and 
equipment and stored them at 
my house in Cairo. 

We planned to fly with these 
supplies to Yugoslavia in a 
stolen aircraft. We had our
